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Tassenger Agent John C. Henry Declared
to Have No Case,

ALL THE NEWS OF THE COUNTY COURTS

Beversl of the opinions handed down in
fhe Supreme Court when the winter session
opened in Philadeiphia Monday were re-
veived by Prothonotary Newmyer yesterday
to be placed on file here, as they relate to
this distriet.

Judement was affirmed in the case of 5.
D. Holmes vs the Chartiers Oil Company,
garpishee of McCsuley Bros., appellasts.
The suit was to recover on a contract for
Grilling an oil well. McCauley Bros. were
to put dowa the well for §1 75 per foot and
when down about 2,400 feet they lost their
tools. The gnrnishes then stepped in, got
the tools out and finished the well, pumping
some 2,000 barrels.

The question st issue related to whether or
1o the countract between MeCauley Bros
and the oil compauy was performed. It ap-
poared part of the contract was in writing
and part was oral. That in writing the
higher ecourt beld was for the Judge, while
the oral part was for the jury to pass upon.,
Both were determined in favor of the
plaintidl

Assiguments of error were that certain
tastimony of the deiense wus rejected. This
related to the testimony of an employe who
had been told what measurements the driller
had taken and the bigher court beld itto be
irrelevant.

A Just and Eguilable Decision.

The ereditors of the contractore elaimed
there had been & compliance with the con-
tract. The oil company claimed the con-
tract was euntire, nnd there was po com-
Fliance that would entitie McCauley Bros, to
recover for the work, The higher court did not
tee the relevancy, 1 that the work had been
tompleted to within a small part when an ac-
cident had interveard preventing them from
its ipal complotion. The Judge of the lower
court was said to be in error, in that he
charged the juryto find for the plantifl and
deduot the amount expended DLy the defend-
anis in recovering the tools.  T'bis was held by
the higher court to be juost and equitable
Tather than error, and summing up ibhe whoia
the judgment of the lower cour! was affirmed.

In the appeal of Levi E. Felty v8 Calhoon,
from the uscree of Commor Pleas Court No., 1,
a suit in equity, Chiel Justice Paxson rendered
the opinion. The suit was for the partition of
alotin West Penn township, three boundary
limes of which were described, but the fourth
was not, and on that ground the lower ocourt
declined to grant the decree for the plaintiff,
The decigion of the Chiof Justice is, *That the
dacree sustaining the dewmurrer is reversed at
the cost of the appellee: the bill is reinstaled
and it is wow ordered that s decree be entered
Jur the plaintiff upon the demarrer.

Thonght the Engioeer Was Mistaken.

Im the suit of Lobinson, Rea Maoufactaring
Company vs A. W. Mellon, appeliant, the judg-
mwout of Common Pleas Court No. 1 was af-
firmed. The opinion was rendered by Chief
Justice Passon. The case was s suit upon an
awanl. The contract between the plaintiff
company and the defendant stipulated that in
case of any dispute ansing under the sald con-
tract ibe decision for the gdefendant should be
final and copclusive. The enginesr mnde the
award in favor of the plaintifl for the amount
of its claim. The appeal was taken on alleged
mistaies of the engineer.

1o the suit of John Huckenetein o al ve the
Kelly ana Jones Company, appellants, the judg-
ment of Common Pleas Court No, 1 was re
versed and o mew trial ordered. The opinjon
was by Ctiel Justice "axson. The suit was an
sotion on the cowpletion of a coutrant, The
appeal was taken ou assignmentsof error in the
onarge to the jury by the iodge in the lower
court,

_Justice Paxson, in affirming the non-suis of
Travellng Passencer Agent Jobhn C. Heory,
who sued to recover damages from the Pios-
burg and Lake Erie Railroad Comvpany for al-
leged libelous statements made by Buperintend-
ent Holbrook, holds that as the railread com-
pany had not authonzed the statoments it
could not be held responsible therefor. The
Justion forther holds thatan employer has a
perfect right to discharge an employe withoutr
Eiving any reasous.

He Expatintes on the State’s Finances and
the World's Falr.

SAcRAMENTO, Jan. 7.—The biennial mes-
sage of Governor Waterman, the retiring
Executive, was delivered to the Legislature
to-day. The Govervor devotes considerable
space to the finuncial condition of the
State, which, he says, is wunexcelled
by that of any B5tate in the Union.
The working classes have now over §104,-
000,000 to their credit in the savings baunks
of the State, The total indebtedness of the
State is $2,244 000,000,

space to consideration of the World’s Fair,
and recommends an appropriation of at least

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A MOST PROFANE MAN.

Left His Money to Charity and Now His
Will Is Contested.
[RPECIAL TELEGRAM TO THE DISPATOR.1

BostoN, Jan. 7.—0ld Benjamin Dewing,
of Revere, who died last October, was one
of the most profane men in this section of the
country, but when his will was epened alter
his death 1t was found to be a model of
sanctity. The bulk of his estate of
more than $100,000 was left to charities, the
Board of Ministerisl Aid being the prinei-
pal devisee. This strange inconsisteney
with babits of a lifetime, was unsed as a
basis for a will contest to-day op the ground
that the testator was not of sound mind
when he bequeathed his property. Judge
McKim agreed with the children and dis-
allowed the will

In his lifetime, Mr. Dewing continually
berated the Catholies, but when he died he
gave them s big plot of Jand, upon which
they were to build a church. He gave
the Board of Ministerial Aid ten acres
of lsnd, with the condition that
homes for aged and indigent clergymen
should be built thereon. There was also

rovisions for the erection of a memorial

uilding, buc not till after the death of all
the testator’s children. The six children
were ench fo receive $500 outright. They
also had an equal interest in a
piece of land worth $5000, They
were ench to receive furthermore, the inter-
est on §5,000 during their lives. As to this
last clause, the will made mentions of
certain envelopes, one for each child and
two for the executor, which were found to
contain this provision.
